Everyone  was  aware  of  the  fact  that  Berkeley  High  couldn't  go  on  winning  football 
games  forever,  but  very  few  Jacket  fans  thought  that  this  year  would  mark  the  end  of 
Berkeley  four-year  ACAL  domination. 

The  Jackets  opened  their  season  at  Sacramento,  where  the  first  play  of  the  game 
was  an  indication  of  the  disaster  that  was  to  befall  Berkeley.  Jasper  McGee,  an  all-ACAL 
halfback  as  a  sophomore,  suffered  a  knee  injury  which  was  to  render  him  useless  until  the 
final  game  of  the  season  against  Piedmont.  Berkeley  won  the  Sacramento  game  27  to  7 
in  a  display  of  power  which  rivaled  those  put  on  by  the  1948  and  1950  elevens.  At 
Salinas  the  Jackets  continued  their  winning  ways  by  easily  stomping  the  Cowboys  38  to  0 
to  wind  up  an  abbreviated  practice  season. 

The  opening  day  of  the  ACAL  season  found  the  Jackets  facing  a  lightly  regarded 
Alameda  eleven.  The  Jackets  squeezed  past  the  Hornets  I  2  to  0  and  then  knuckled  down 
to  prepare  for  the  all-important  Richmond  game.  Everyone  knows  what  happened  in  the 
Richmond  encounter.  Riddled  by  injuries  the  Jackets  just  couldn't  stand  up  to  the  giants 
from  Oil-town.  Even  though  Berkeley  was  completely  outclassed  the  final  score  was  14 
to  13  and  with  a  break  at  the  right  time  Berkeley  could  easily  have  won. 

Another  bad  break  cost  Berkeley  the  Hayward  game,  the  Farmers  scoring  in  the 
closing  minutes  to  win  I  3  to  7.  The  Jackets  were  down  for  the  El  Cerrito  game  and  the 
Gauchos  capitalized  on  bad  breaks  against  the  Jackets  to  roll  up  a  19  to  7  victory. 
With  their  share  of  luck,  Berkeley  could  have  won  this  one,  too.  Morale  came  up  for 
the  finale  with  Piedmont.  The  Jackets  forced  play,  Piedmont  made  errors,  and  Berkeley 
came  up  with  a  well-deserved,  hard-earned  victory. 

Tackle  Jim  Faulkner,  center  Angelo  Batini,  and  fullback  Yosh  Katsura  were  elected 
co-captains  of  the  1951  "hard-luck"  team.  Vic  Baranco  was  named  to  the  coaches  all- 
ACAL  eleven,  while  Jim  Faulkner,  Carl  Gordon,  and  Dave  Germann  appeared  on  the 
Gazette's  "dream  team."
